With the last of the condemnation 
suits now before a jury in the probate

cided in a few- day s The Chesapeake 
& Hocking 
Railroad 
company 
will 
have a clear line thru this county . The 
owners, wh. 
v r.i1 
not 
accept the 
company ’s

,r.y also reject the 
finding of th

and appeal 
to a 
higher court. 
The railroad company 
comes into court, puts up a bond and 
;goes ahead and 
builds 
on the con­ 
demned property . 
The companies doing work near this 
city are the Dominion Construction 
company and the J. M. Bernhart Con­ 
struction company . 
We visited 
the 
Bernhart camp, which is now working 
south of this city . 
In this camp and the or.e at Waver 
ly are two 75 Lorain 
power shovel, 
that dig into the ground and takes up 
a y ard and a 
quarter 
of dirt at 
a 
time, enough to fill an ordinary graved 
wagon. The company is operati1^ 
night and day on ten hour shifts. 
At 
present they are digging a new w ater­ 
way for old 
Scippo, so 
they 
ear. 
straighten out the old creek and make 
it flow thru another course. 
The company employ es about seven­ 
ty men consisting 
of truck 
drivers, 
shovel operators who manipulate th< 
big Lorain 75’s grades 
and graders, 
drillers and shooters’ 
work 
is 
the 
most 
ex citing 
of 
all 
as 
they 
handle dy namite like so many stick- 
of wood and the blow-off loosens up 
the ground. 
The report of the ex plo­ 
sion is very loud, especially when the 
ground is frozen solid. 
The company has 22 motor truck-. 
The w’ork looks weird 
in the 
night 
time as big search lights on the 75’s 
follow every shovei of dirt lifted and 
the light finds the motor truck at the 
same time before the lid is taken off 
the bottom of the shovel, then the 
contents fall into the truck and is car­ 
ried off. 
The wmrk of digging goes steadily 
rm with precision, and it’s a wonder­ 
ful sight to w'atch the men. 
Every ­ 
thing moves 
along 
as tho 
it was 
greased and in apple pie order. 
Mr. 
Bernhart, who looks after every de­ 
tail during the day time has a trust­ 
worthy foreman on the job at night. 
He comes from Canton, where he say - 
all the good and 
bad “Dutch” come 
from. 
He makes 
his 
headquarters 
at the New American hotel. 
Four railroads are now using the 
Scioto Valley and all four are now 
constructing new roadbeds thru th- 
valley at a point three miles south of 
Waverly . 
They are the Baltimore & 
Ohio, The Chesapeake & Ohio, The 
Norfolk & Western and the D. T. & L, 
the last, better known as The Ford 
road. 
The four roads come thru a 
neck in the valley at this point which 
is hardly 2->0 y ards wide and is prac­ 
tically the gateway . 
From this point 
the valley opens out to the north ami 
south. 
Mr. Bernhart 
feeds 
his own 
em­ 
ploy es and gives them all they want 
to eat at $ 1.20 a day . 
Their lodgings 
are free. 
They get the best food ob­ 
tainable and 
good 
cooks 
serve the 
meals. 
In speaking of the floating working­ 
men who follow railroad construction 
all over the country , Mr. BernhartN 
foreman said, that he rocegnized some 
he had not seen for five y ears. 
They 
are a happy -go-lucky bunch and after 
earning $ 20 or $ 25 they jump the job 
and are on the nex t camp where they 
start in again. 
They prefer working 
in winter and 
in the summer 
time, 
they just won’t work. 
Men are divided off into different 
classes and are housed 
accordingly . 
We are compelled to do this; men who 
operate the shovel will not dream of 
putting up with an ordinary grading 
man. 
Graders, shooters and drillers 
will not mix . 
You 
have to 
under­ 
stand men, said the foreman, if y ou 
wish to get the best result from their 
work. 
The Bernhart Construction company 
draws the color line and will not em ­ 
ploy other than white men. The com­ 
pany has over $ 100,000 
invested 
in 
machinery .
